- TORPEDO. ATTACK., 
A dark night, no moon, a fow 
stars; a few clouds, and a strong 


cold wind into which we steam 
head on. Altogether a‘night more 


remfniscent, of the North Sea of, 


ten or so years..ago, than of the 
Mediterranean, ° er 


We are leading a.line,of four 
battleships, but not a glimmer of 
light can be seen: in Warspite or 
in the ships astern. Just the-dark 
dim shnpe of the next astern’ can 
be made -out; otherwise .all. is 
blackness, / ' : 


« Warspite is ut her old game, 
and she acems to know it. As she 
goes steadily-on she briishes aside 
the short seas that are running, 
oceasionally breaking one into 
spray which flies across her. decks, 
Up to the bridge dim forms are 
seen with glasses, cach steadily 
examining his appointed sector of 
the horizon. 


Lights are reported quictly and 
in the curious phraseology of Wie 
Navy, which directs Instant atten- 
tion ta the desired point. Cursori- 
ly these are examined and ignored, 
for we know that our enemy ¢ar- 
ries'.no lights, and that they ean 
he nothing but the ordinary traffic 
of the busy trade route upon 
which we are operating.
